thousand dollars. When I got back to Nic- 
aragua from Spain I found my uncle very 
much interested in the politics of the coun- 
try, so much so that I saw, by his private 
books, that he had supported the frequent 
uprisings of the*‘‘Partido cordone’s” to the 
extent of some $50,000 in cash and Reming- 
ton rifies, having purchased 1,000 of these 
from the Mexican government only three 
months before, which purchase I myself 
negotiated in the City of Mexico, through 
the minister of ‘“‘guerra y marina,”’ General 
Don Pedro Hinojosa, the business being 
submitted by him to General Porfirio Diaz. 
This is the only occasion in which I, indi- 
vidually, could be connected, directly or in- 
directly, with the ‘politics’ of Nicaragua. 

I should presume it to be quite generally 
known that the word “republic” is but a 
name in the Central American republics, 
Mexico included, the presidents being ‘“‘de 
facto’’ absolute despots. In order to prove 
my assertion I will call to mind what has 
happened in the republic of Mexico during 
the life of its preSent president, preferring 
to refer to Mexico rather than to the cen- 
tral republics, for the reason that there 
are many Americans now living in that 
country who wul be able to remember the 
incidents to which I am about to allude. 
I state this because a very educated gen- 
tleman expressed a great deal of surprise 
on my informing him that General Antonio 
Ezeta had absolute power during the late 
revolution. Every one will remember the 
late ex-president of Mexico, Lerdo de Te- 
jada, who died in Washington, D. C., three 
years ago. Well, he ordered the execution 
of more than twenty of the most influen- 
tial and principal citizens of the City of 
Vera Cruz, who were taken out 
of their homes in the dead of the night, 
for the only reason that they, he said, were 
his political enemies. Let us turn now 
to the administration of the present presi- 
ident. Who does not remember the tragic 
end of that most popular man, General 
Garcia de la Cadena, who was assassinated 
by order of President Diaz, being fired 
upon by a detachment of cavalry, sent ex- 
pressly to meet him, as he returned from 
his ‘“‘aacrienda”’ in his private carriage to 
his home in the city of Zacatecas? Again, 
it cannot be more than two years ago, that 
the Mexican general and doctor, Ygnacio 
Martinez, was shot to death right here in 
these United States by assassins sent from 
the capital of the state of Nuevo Leon, 
General Bernardo Reyes being governor. 
These murderers were paid, not out of the 
state treasury, but out of the “‘tesoreria de 
la nacion.’’ General Martinez was driv- 
ing through the streets of Laredo, Tex., 
in his buggy, when he was overtaken by 
three mounted Mexicans and shot to death. 
What resuited from the inquiry that this 
country made? I am personally acquainted 
with the “cat's paw man’’ who did the 
shooting. His name is Manuel Alderete. 

All this considered, it will be more easy 
to understand the rest -of my story. 

About 4 o'clock p. m. of the 2lst of Sep- 
temper, ultimo, I was in my uncle's office 
in the city of Managua, Nicaragua, standing 
at a desk in a window that looked out into 
the street. My attention was attracted by 
the sound of the hoofs of approaching cav- 
alry; a ‘‘piquete’’ of abaaut fifty men, com- 
manded by a captain:-and two lieutenants, 
drew up in double line in front of the en- 
trance to our house. The captain dis- 
mounted and came into my office with an 
official envelope. in hand. I did not think 
anything was wrong when he asked me if 
my ‘“‘le padre’ was in, as it Was not unusual 
for him to have dealings with the military, 
so I answered in the affirmative and step- 
ped towards my wuncle’s office door to an- 
nounce the captain. He teld me not to 
trouble myself, as he wished to see him pri- 
vately and stepped into the office, closing 
the door. I then felt there was something 
wrong. In about three minutes they came 
out and my uncle addressed me, but was 
at once interrupted by the officer with a 
stern command to keep “silencio.”” He was 
conducted between the files of soldiers with 
drawn sabers to military headquarters. 
From here he was taken at once in a closed 
carriage, through the courtesy of ‘’olone! 
Munoz, to the presence of the despot Eze- 
ta. I was afterwards informed by an o-licer 
of Ezeta’s staff, who was in attend- 
ance at the interview, that Ezeta

He told 
me toe send word to Dr, 
Zubinan to have his coffin ready at tne 
place of execution and that he wished to be 
buried with Masonic rites. About that time 
a friend came in, to whom I gave my seat 
and I went outside to breathe a little fresh 
air, the night being warm and the cell suf- 
focatingly so, on account of the lighted 
candies. Friends were coming and going all 
night, so that I kept away from my uncle 
as much as I could, contenting myself with 
the certainty that he was giving no visible 
sign of grief. At 12 o'clock I brought him a 
cup of chocolate and some biscuits, which 
he relished-very much. He then asked for 
some writing paper and wrote very slowly, 
I noticed, for half an hour. ‘ 

About 1 o'clock a. m., a few hours before 
his execution, my uncle called me, and af-

he was not my father, ag I had always sup- 
posed, but my paternal uncle; that he had 
stolen me away from my: family in 1866; that 
I was born in Augusta, Ga., U. 6. A.; that 


my father’s name was King, and my moth-’ 
_er’s Randolph; that he had not had any 


communication with my family since he 
left Georgia, and finally, that I was a citi- 
zen of the United States and not a Span- 
lard, as he had given me to understand. He 
also told me that he had heard from indis- 
putable authority that my mother was alive 
in May, 1893, and that my father had been 
dead some years, and that my family was 
wealthy and prominent; that I was strik- 
ingly like my mother in feature, so much so 
that any of my family would recognize the 
likeness. I should like to describe the effect 
that this information had upon me, but it 
woyld take too much space, so that I must 
leave it to be imagined. 

I repeatedly asked my uncle to tell me the 
reason why I was stolen away from my 
home without the knowledge of my parents. 
He begged of me not to obiige him to tel! 
me, as the matter would be too painful for 
him to speak upon, and besides that he did 
not feel strong enoygh to witness the dis- 
tress that the knowledge of the truth would 
cause me. I loved him, and:forbere, for 
his sake. At 2 o’clock a. m., the sentinels 
were relieved. From this hour on I suffered 
the most intense agony. At 3 o’clock the 
priest came in and my uncle was alone with 
him for fully half an hour. Mass was then 
celebrated and the little cell was cranrmed 
full of friends. The priest retired to .& 
neighboring apartment and I began to listen 
for the sound of the bugles and drum of the 
I was the first to hear it, 
at precisely twenty-two minutes past 4. As 
the infantry detail approached 
cavalry barracks gate, they 
joined in their music by 
trumpets of the cavalry: on duty at the 
entrance, and as they .approached' the 
guard in charge of my uncie, the trump- 
ets of this joined the strain. I shall never 
forget the music of that march! It is ring- 
ing in my ears as I write these words! 
The music ceased at the motion of the col- 
onel’s sword, who commanded the execu- 
tion party, and the ceremony of relieving 
the guard was performed with as much 
apparent “sang froid’’ as if they were at 
a dress parade. My uncle was perfectly 
calm, and when the colonel who had charge 
of the execution came into the cell, they 
shook hands cordially, and the officer asked 
my uncle if he was ready. He asked the 
colonel’s permission to have a ‘glass of 
sherry, which I brought myself from the 
officers’ quarters, together with an egg, 
Which was his last breakfast. The priest 
then came in again, and taking my uncle's 
arm, led him out into the midst of the 
soldiers who were to execute him, I, in 
company with several friends, accompanied 
the guard, and the order to march was 
given. Again broke out that terrible mu- 
sic and beat of drums until we reached the 
gate of the barracks, when we were halted 
by the officer of the guard and the transfer 
of the prisoner and documents was _ per- 
formed. Once more the order ‘‘marchen’’ 
was given and for the third time that in- 
fernal music began and continued to the 
place of execution, some 500 yards 
the barracks. During the journey 
from the barracks to the place of execution, 
my uncle susiained an animated conversa7 
tion with the priest and appeared to be 
totajly umconscfous of this sifroundings 
and proximate end. A wall of ‘“‘adobe,”’ large 
mud bricks, some eight feet high by six 
in thickness, had been erected during the 
night. Some fifty feet in front of this wal! 
we halted, the guard was opened out and 
the officer in command stepped into the 
open space and conducted my unele to 
within about three feet of the wall where 
they faced about. I asked permission to 
embrace the poor old man for the last 
time which, being granted, I did with 
feelings better imagined than described. 
How I did not wail out I carmot say, for 
my heart was in my mouth. I felt as if |] 
were choking. He was as firm as a rock! 
In that last embrace he told me to ask my 
mother to forgive him. I: then stepped 
aside and several friends came to say their 
last ‘‘adieus’’ and to bid him keep heart, 
saving a kind “adieu” 
The officer in command then 
with a large white silk handkerchiet 
and after saving goodby, offer- 
ed to bind my uncle’s eyes. As near as !] 
can remember, his answer was that he 
death too often to be afraid 
it when it came to his turn, and the ceremo- 
ny was waived. 

During our leavetaking five soldiers had 
been drawn out of the main body of the 
guard and were standing within eight feet 
and with their center immediately in front 
of my uncle; so close were they that when 
their Remingtons were thrown into the po- 
Sition of aim the muzzlies were within three 
feet of my uncle's breast. At-a signal from 
the colonel, the lieutenant commanding 
the firing detail, raised his sword hand 
to the height o* his chin, and as the pieces 
were brought to an aim my uncle looked at 
me, saying, “Adios hij§! Adios! Adios!’’ 
The point of the sword was then brought 
to the ground and the five bullets pierced 
my uncle’s breast, the pieces being dis- 
charged as one. Before I could distinguish 
my uncle through the smoke I heard the 
order to “‘load,’’ and saw that my uncle had 
not fallen entirely, but that he was sup- 
porting himself with his hands behind him 
against the wall; the same mute com- 
mands were given and the pieces were 
again discharged and my _ uncle was 
Stretched upon the ground a _ bleeding 
corpse. A sergeant of the guard then 
stepped forward with a Colit’s 45-caliber 
pistol in his hand to fire the “‘tiro de gracia,”” 
but the attending military surgeon stepped 
in front of the sergeant. and. taking my 
uncle’s pulse, pronounced him dead. The 
final shot was dispensed with. The guard 
then marched off to the music of another 
march and myself and half a dozen friends 
remained alone with the dead. I wet my 
handkerchief in that blood I loved so well, 
and; after placing hfm in his coffin, I came 
away. I did not attend the funeral. 

Everything my umcle possessed was con- 
fiscated by Ezeta; that is to say, appropri- 
ated by him to his personal use. When 
I returned to my house on the morning of 
the 224 I found government seals on the 
door of the ‘“‘zaguan” and also to the en- 
trance to the corral..I could not even get 
permission to recover my Wearing apparel, 
From wealth I was in twelve short hours 
reduced to beggary and a stranger in the 
land which I had loved as my “patria!”

As my uncle was a Mason the sum of. 


$2,000 was presented to me by the Masonic 
Society, which.sum I accepted as a loan. 
This money was given to me on the 24th 
of September, and feéling myself called to- 
wards my native country by an intuition 
that I had a mother living, I embarked at 
Bluefields, Nicaragua, October 2d, in the 
Steamer Jose Romero, bound for Tampico, 
where I had intended to take the railroad 
to the states. But, ‘“‘E’l hombre propone y 
Dios dispone. On the 5th we encountered a 
terrible cyclone, which made a complete 
wreck of our vessel. The cabins were on deck 
and the deck was swept clean of every- 
thing upon it; smokestack, cabins, masts, 
wheel, everything, even to the handrail! 
I was here again made destitute. On the 
12th we drifted into the port of Vera Cruz, 
by a sheer miracle. I here disposed of my 
gold watch and chain and a diamond scarf 
pin for $100, Mexican. I again embarked 
on the 16th ultimo, on a Norwegian steam- 
er and arrived in Mobile on the 22d. From 
there I bought a ticket for as far as my 
funds would permit, and arrived in this city 
on the 26th ultimo, sick at heart and physi- 
cally sick. I went straight from the depot 
to the Grady hospital, inquiring my way. 
I was most courteously received by Dr. 
Brewster and the house physician, notwWith- 
standing my poverty, and met with kind: 
ness from everybody in that institution— 
doctors, nurses, the assistant matron, even 
by the colored boy, ‘Jud.’ My physician 
was Dr. Baird. This gentleman questioned 
and cross-questioned me so very closely as 
to where I had come from, where I was 
going, when I left Nicaragua and when 
I arrived at Mobile and here, that before 
I knew it he must have obtained’ the great- 
er. part of my history. This together with

I returned to thé hospital im the 
evening to get some medicine that had been 
promised me by the house physician, and 
while there I spoke to Dr. Brewster, ask- 
ing him to aid me in obtaining work, 
which he kindly promised to do; and, with- 
out being solicited, pressed upom me some 
substantial help, thanks to which I have 


been able to subsist thus far. Such am ac- | 


tion requires no eulogy nor verbal expres- 
sion of gratitude; it is too spiritual, 


So that I am a Georgian, beyond a doubt; - 


but I speak my native tongue imperfectly. 
The manners and customs of my country 
are strange, curious, many of them, and in 
not a few instances are distasteful, even 
repellant. My countrymen do not inspire 
me with the confidence that 1 feel in ad- 
dressing a Spaniard, even though ‘he may 
be, also an utter stranger. For instancé, ‘I 
could tell a Spaniard that I was hungry and 
destitute without feeling much sernple, but 
I think it would. be an impossibility to say 
the same to one of my own countrymen; -it 
is so strange! I feel “like a fish out of 
water.” And, notwithstanding all this, I 
feel mighty proud to know that I am an 
American. 


My relatives, then, live in Augusta, Ga.. 


There-can be no doubt but that some of 
them will read this. The notes that were 
given me in writing on the day of my 
uncle’s death were lost in the wreck of the 
“Jose Romero.” There was my father’s 
name in full, together with that of two 
aunts and of other relatives, also the name 
of the doctor who vaccinated me so €uri- 
ously and other directions and particulars 
of which I now know nothing. I have not 
the faintest idea as to which of the numer- 
ous Kings I may belong, but I here appeal 
to all of that name for humanity’s sake 
requesting them to direct whatever infor- 
mation they may possess to the editor of 
this paper.

FOREIGN MISSIONS, 


Rishop Nelson, of Atlanta, Talks About 
Them in Boston. 
From The Boston Globe. 

Rt. Rev. Cleland Kinloch Nelson, Episco- 
pal bishop of the see of Atlanta, Ga., 
preached yesterday morning in St. Paul's 
church, 

His subject was ‘‘Foreign Missions; Keep- 
ing the Church’s Gates open.” 

For a text he took the passage in Isaiah, 
ix, 11: “Thy gates shall be open continually; 
they shal] not be shut day nor night, that 
men may bring unto tthe the forces of the 
Gentiles and that their kings may be 
brought.” 

The bishop is a man in the very prime of 
life, not over forty. He is tall, erect, well 
formed and has a face expressive of a 
strong and engaging personality, which, 
his acquaintances say, is evidenced by his 
frank manner. 

tle was a fellow student of Dr. Leighton 
Parks, of this city, at St. John’s college, 
Annapolis, Ind. He was consecrated Febru- 
ary 24, 1892, and his forte is stated by those 
competent to form an opinion to be organi- 
zation in church work. 

The bishop's advocacy of the utility right 
and duty of sustaining the missions in 
foreign lands was supported by statistics 
and illustrations. 

In substance he said: 

“What has been done? 
done? 

“We are accustomed to speak as though 
back for hundreds of years millions of dol- 
lars had been spent and thousands of lives 


What is being 


' sacrificed in the useless attempt to convert 


the heathen. There is no truth in this. lt is 
a vague idea born of ignorance and in- 
difference. Do you Know that less than one 
years ago one single missionary 
was the representative of 
India; that only since 1850 have the. men 
of that country been free to become ChHris- 
tians Without incurring ali civil disability? 
But that.same year Burmah hada solitary 
missionary Judson, laboring for thitty-#even 
years. 

During the first quarter of this’ century 
China was closed alike to commerce and to 
the gospel; yet within the second decade 
($14), by the indomitable energy of one 
man, Rebert Morrison, the book of God had 
been printed for one-third of the human 
family. Seventy-five years, the age of many 
a@ man now living, covers the entire period 
of time since the first sermon was preached 
in West Africa, in New Zealand and in the 
islands of the sea. So that in reality a lit- 
tie more than fifty years embraces ail the 
work. of organized missions throughout 
the world and contain the history. of evuan- 
gelization of the most populous nations. 

“What has been accomplished? With- 
in that time India and Burmah have given 


hundred 


‘500,000 children to the faith of Jesus Christ. 


The actual communicants are one-third as 
many as the protestant Episcopal church 
has in America and over 4,000 churches 
contain the worshipers of the triune God. 
In China, where, only a few years ago (1578) 
a Christian was not allowed to set foot 
Outside the live ports of entry, the mis- 
sionaries are assured of the countenance 
and protection of the government (1880), 
and the subjects of the emperor are free 
to become converts to Christianity, and 
there are now 68,000 native Christians, in- 
cluding 2,000 communicants, with over 4,00 
persons under instruction in our schools 
aione. More than 20,000 cases are treated in 
our church hospitals_in China. 

“Look at Japan, that country which in 
the sixteenth century put to death 37,000 
persons who refused to renounce Christiani- 
ty, and we note above the vast graves in 
which these Japanese martyrs were interred 
the words of that awtul edict:. ‘So long as 
the sun shall warm the earth iet no Chris- 
tians be so bold ag to come to Japan, and 
lec ali KNOW Unat the King of Spain him- 
Seif or the Christian's Gud, or ine great 
God of aii if he Viviate this command snail 
puy the forfeit with his head.’ 

“This is the country that mow leads 
the civilization of the east and asks fo 
more teachers than we Can suppiy and has 
actualiy considered the adoptivn of Chris- 
tianily aS the national religion. See in New 
Zealand the outpour of the spirit and tne 
#reat awakening since Samuel Marsden 
urst set fout on one of the islands (1814), 
and on Christmas day preached on the an- 
gelic message: ‘Behold I bring you glad 
Lidings of great joy.’ 

“Dux bishops, a goodly native ministry 
and 15,000 native Christians attest the sta- 
bility of this work, whose foundation was 
laid in the faith of Jesus Christ. Or see 
John Williams returning to England (1834), 
and reporting 30U,v00 persong receiving in- 
structions among the isles of Polynesia, 
where seventeen years before fetich was the 
Ouly rehgion and cannibalism was com- 
mon. 

“And what shall be said of Johnson and 
his 450 negro communicants gathered in 
seventeen years out of the greegrees and 
devil houses of west Africa. Fifty years ago 
among the islands of the Fiji group two- 
thirds of all the infants were kilied at 
bigth by a public execution and the sick 
and aged were dispatched with clubs. Can- 
hibalism had become an epicurean art and 
every form of sin fiourished in a degree 
that simply beggars description. 

“Today ‘Fiji is not only g@ gem in the 
British crown, but a precious jewel in‘ the 
missionary diadem,’ some 7,000 are nomi- 
nally Christians, thotsands more are ready 
to be taught. There is a church in the 
Sandwich islands with a membership of 
4,500. Madagascar from queen to lowest 
servant is a Christian nation. 

“Under the old church of England socie- 
ty there are fourteen African bishoprics. 
Not one of these existed until Queen Vic- 
toria had been on the throne ten years. 
There are thirteen dioceses in Australia. 
The first of them was created in 1837. 
In that year there was not one Episcopal 
see in New Zealand: Now there are eight, 
and an established see means a settled 
church government continually drawing 
men into its rule of peace.’ 

“Are missions a failure? The missionary 
forces of Great Britain, the United States 
and continental Europe have an annual 
income of about $9,250,000. What do they do 
with it? Man and equip 9,550 stations, em- 
ploy 32,015 native helpers, support 5,431 mis- 
sionaries, show 588,974 communicants.

Don’t fret. This thing has happened be- 
fore and we survived it. If the United 
States of North America can stand it, so 
can I and so can you. It is not as bad as 
war Or pestilence or famine; not so. bad 
as a cyclone or fire or sickness or death or 
taxes. And yet we are liable to all these. 
If we have health and strength and food 
and raiment we ought to be thankful and 
happy. The truth is, our people care less 
about this republican victory than they have 
about any since the war. I heard an old- 
time democrat say today: “I don’t care 
a darn. Our party is not fit to run the 
government nohow.

“But, 
Mars John, dey has done done it, and I is 
here right now—’ fore God I is.’’ 

Well we democrats are all in for it now, 
and I’m not going to bed about it.

Federal politics is not of so much conse- 
quence to us as our state politics. As long 
as the negro ig here we want a solid south, 
a united people.

If it had beem conceived on good principles 
and with a good intent to reform corrupt 
methods thousands of good men would have 
joined it, but it has pandered to the preju- 
dices of the laboring classes and arraigned 
them against their more fortunate nabors. 
It has fostered and encouraged a desire for 
paternalism and made promises to the ne- 
gro that it’ never intended to perform. it 
is astonishing that men who pass as gen- 
tlemen at home should so far degrade their 
instincts, their consciences as to carry 
the hanner of such a party. 
I would rather be a republican ten times 
over than a populist, and yet I know some 
good men who heave joined that party 
and profess to believe in its absurd and 
ridiculous platform. There is but one ex- 
planation of. this strange anomaly and 
thut is just what a clever populist said 
when I asked him if he really believed in 
their platform. ‘“‘Platforms,’’ said he, 
“amount to nothing. It is what a man 
does that we judge him by—not what he 
says he will do. We propose to reform and 
economize and put down monopolies. The 
old parties are utterly corrupt, as you will 
admit, and iteis time to have a new deal.”’ 
That is sensible, and if they had that for 
a platform and: had left out all their fool- 
ishness and had put forward men who 
were not tricksters and demagogues there 
was a great opportunity to build up a 
third party that would have held the bal- 
ance of power in national politics and have 
checked the corrupt methods of the state 
democracy. Even as it is, they have been 
a terror to machine politics in Georgia and 
thereby have done. some good, but with 
their professed principles of paternalism 
and the moral obliquity of their leaders, 
woe be unto Georgia if they ever get into 
power. The people admire the boldness of 
an independent, but lament the foolishness 
of a populist. Dr. Felton dident mean to 
be one and he is not one now. It is very 
hard for an old line whig like him to be a

So wrapped in his 
character in death by that mantle of love 
‘and charity which he wove for himself in 
life that it has never occurreu to the most 
ignoble mind to write or utter a thought 
that would impugn his slightest word or 
question hig smallest action. It is not prob- 
able that in the history of man a public 
lender by his actions in life and by his 
memory in death has so absolutely disarm- 
ed all criticism. : 

To the world at large the life of General 
Lee began when, on the 2d day of June, 
182, he assumed, in the field, commana of 
the Army of Northern Virginia, an army 
which he was to lead for nearly four years 
through such a geries of triumphs that its 
final defeat has only served to more firmly 
establish its immortality in the history of 
nations. He had, before that time, become 
famous in his own land. He had distin- 
guished himself in the Mexican war, had 
proven one of the most efficient officers of 
the army in time of peace, and under the 
‘confederacy had been commander in chief 
of its armies and military adviser of the 
government. He had taken the field in 1861 
in western Virginia, where, for a time, in a 
profitless mountain campaign his genius 
had not had opportunity to unfold. It was 
only after the brilliant campaigns of the 
summer of 1862 that the south realized that 
ther star of ascendency which had risen like 
= meteor, was destined to burn with a 
steady flame and the work? realized that an- 
other name had been added to the list of 
the great generals of history. 

But this is a twice told tale. Great as is 
his fame in the annais of battle, it is to 
that part of the book dealing with his pri- 
Avate life that the southerner wiil turn with 
peculiar interest. His letters to his loved 
ones, his personal] interests and affections, 
and al] the wonderful character of the man 
as @ man—thege are the heritage of his 
own people. The world may study his tac- 
tics and his strategy—friend and foe alike 
may do homage to his renown as a chief- 
tain, but fortunate above these is the land 
of his nativity to which has been granted 
the rare privilege that after inspiring her 
sons with the glory of his fame she may 
teach them to learn from his private life 
the higher glory of am unspotted manhood 
“and the more priceless honor of an unsul.

The different statements, 
made of his own free will, of Myers’s will 
be a portion of the state’s foundation upon 
which it will base the demand for convic- 
tion. Testimony will be introduced to 
strike Gown the Brown Allen theory which 
has floated throughout the case like a dim- 
ming fog, but- which now seems to have 
been dispelled by.the sunlight of investiga- 
tion. ae 

The wholé case is one of intensest inter- 
est. There is something in it that goes 
back of the mere killing, the flight, the 
arrest and the trial. There is the great 
question of motive, which seems to stand 
above all else, for, fortunately, there has 
been as yet no hint of insanity in either 
Myers’s talk or any sort of bad health or 
moroseness. He is, to all appearances, just 
what he was before the murder was com- 
mitted. He has no nervousness about him 
that would bring down upon his head the 
condemnation that aroused suspicion is 
quick to lend. Myers, in fact, does not ap- 
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but little apparent chan 
the future. It is possible thaf\he has hopes 
unknown to the public. It is 
tain that another confession, 
other aide than Brow Alien, would be looked . 
upon as an attempt to from justice’s 
inevitable verdict. ;

While looking up the law on the sub- 
ject the ordinary also studied the resolu- 
tions passed by the grand jury. After read- 
ing them carefully he saw that he would 
be obliged, under the resolutions, to call 
the election for the reformatory on or be- 
fore December 20th. 

All this Ordinary Calhoun told the grand 
jury. He stated to the members that if the 
election was called under this resolution 
it would have to be a separate election 
and would cost the county about $800. He 
suggested that the grand jury might date 
the resolutions from the meeting then in 
session and then the election could be call- 
ed for January 2d, at which time the coun- 
ty officers will be voted for. 

The situation was discussed fully by the 
members, many of whd@m have taken a 
deep interest in the reformatory matter, 
and it was finally: decided to reconsider 
the previous action of the body and let 
matters stand as though there had oven 
no resolutions passed. In the meantime, 
there is a bill providing for a state reform- 
atory pending in the legislature ana this 
will probably receive some disposition. The 
resolutions previously passed by the grand 
jury ordered the ordinary to call an elec- 
tion for the reformatory within sixty days 
from the adoption of the resolutions. 


Professor Dykes Was Indicted. 

A matter disposed of by the grand jury 
yesterday was that in which Professor W. 
F.. Dykes was charged with having whip- 
ped young Willie Lambert more severely 
than the offense warranted. The boy was 
taken before the grand jury and the bruises 
and welts upon his body displayed to them. 
The result was that the grand jury found 
a true bill against the professor for mis- 
demeanor. A warrant was taken cout and 
put in the hands of the sheriff and Profes- 
sor Dykes was arrested and gave a bond 
of $506, which had previously been ussessed 
by Solicitor Hill.

~ sor whipped him because he missed a cou- 


ple of Algebra sums and some Latin words. 
The fact is that he was so severely whip- 
ped that the grand jury recommended that 
the board of education investigate the 
matter and that in the mean time Profes- 
sor Dykes be suspended. 

The friends of Professor Dykes say that 
he did not whip the boy too severely and 
that the offense of the boy must have 
been very great to have provoked him to

SCIENTIFIC AND INDUSTRIAL. 


Sanitary Sunshine. 

With the majority of persons, the efficacy 
of medicine is best tested by its disagree- 
able taste. So with disinf_ctants. if we can 
only get a sufficiently bad odor by carbolic 
acid, chloride of lime ‘Or some equally nause- 
ating substance, we fancy that disinfection 
is complete and our precious bodies safe. 
True, it being difficult and disagreeable for 
the human to stand the nasty fluids and 
powders, we reason that such a small atom 
as a germ should succumb, but generally the 
germ persists in living in spite of such un- 
pleasant surroundings. We very generally 
fail to appreciate what is easily obtainable. 
Sunlight is free to all, and is by all odds 
the best disinfectant. For years scientists 
have known this and have proclaimed it. 
Experiments frequently and invari.b y dem- 
onstrate it. Probably every disease is bac- 
terial in causation and probably every dis- 
ease is more or less contagious. The stert- 
lization of disease germs by direct sun.ight 
has lately been the subject of most impor- 
tant dnd useful investigations and experi- 
ments. Professor Marshall Ward has shown 


—— 
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the bactericidal effect of light, and Profes- 
sor Buchner has just completed a series of 
practical tests, which go to show that ty- 
phoid and other cultures are absolutely de- 
stroyed by bright sunlight in three hours. 
Diffused daylight rapidly reduced them, al- 
though if they were subsequently placed 
in darkness they increased with the same 
rapidity. To determine the depth at which 
this action ceases, Dr. Buchner sunk par- 
tially exposed cultures of different germs 
in a lake. At three yards below the sur- 
face the retarding effect of the sunlight 
was only just perceptible, although light 
is known to nenetrate water to a depth of 
185 yards. Dr. Buchner’s experiments prov- 
ed that the bactericidal effect of sunlight 
in the purification of rivers has been over- 
estimated, and its beneficial influence is 
confined to the surface. It is believed that 
the action is due not to bactericidal tnflu- 
ence so much as to the life struggle be- 
tween the pathogenic and nonpathogenic 
organisms, and the consequent breaking 
up of those forms of life prejudicial to the 
continuance of human life on this planet. 
Professor Esmarch’s investigations in the 
use of sunlight as a disinfectant have been 
confined almost altogether to fibrous wearing 
materials. He found that the heat liberated 
by the absorption of light waves upon a 
dark surface had to be taken account of, 
but his experiments demonstrated little 
more than the surface action of light. At 
the same time, a carbolic acid 2 per cent 
spray was but little more efficacious in 
checking the development of germs in the 
deeper parts of such materials, or beneath 
the surface of skins or furs, where the 
bacillus of diphtheria was present. 


Colored Plaster for Walls. 

Colored plaster is now so frequently used 
for finishing the walls of new houses that 
workmen do not object to its use as strong- 
ly as they did a few years ago, and it is 
now a common thing to see the walls of 
one room colored a pretty buff or yellow, 
and of others of soft reds, Old rose, and 
other colors. It is asserted, however, that 
too much of the colored powder added to 
the plaster injures its quality. Builders 
are, however, experimenting. with a mortar 
pulp that comes in all colors, and which, it 
is claimed, improves the mortar. A writer 
in The Art Interchange says that in‘one 
of its green shades it is ‘cool, delightful 
and fascinating,’’ and gives the following 
directions for its use: “To prepare mortar 
in this manner, a small quantity should

first be mixed with: coloring matter and a , 
portion dried before the fire. If the shade — 


is too light or too dark, more color or mpre 
mortar can be added untill it suits. Ba 
sure to mix all that is needed for one room 
at a time, as it is difficult to match. The 
ceiling should be several shades lighter than 
the walis.”’ 


Extraction of Teeth by Electricity. 


From The Electrical Review. 
Trials have been made at London, says 


- 


extraction of teeth by electricity. It con- 
sists in an induction coil of extremely 
fine wire, having an interrupter that can 
vibrate at the rate of 450 times a second. 
The patient sits in the traditional arm- 
chair and takes the negative electrode in 
his left hand and the positive in his right. 
At this moment the operator turns on a 
current whose intensity is gradually in- 
creased till it has attained the utmost limit 
that the patient can support. The extractor 
is then put in circuit and fastened on the 
tooth, which, under the action of. the vi- 
brations, is loosened at once.: The cpera- 
tion is performea very quickly and the pa- 
tient feels no other sensation than the 
pricking produced in the hands and fore- 
arms by the passage of the current. “It 
would be interesting,’’ concludes La Nature, 
with a little pardonable skepticism, ‘‘to 
have a detailed description of the appara- 
tus to complete this somewhat brief de- 
scription.’’

Edison on Electricity. 

Anything that falls from Edison’s lips or 
pen is inveited with great interest. His 
head is full of ideas, and his brain and 


hand are practical enough to materialize | 


such ideas to the use and comfort of his 
fellow men, The following is taken from a 
long interview with Thomas A. Edison, 
which recently appeared in The New York 
Press: 

“There is sO many lines and so many 
of us pursuing our investigations on these 
lines that it leaves a wide field to choose 
from. The fellow who solves his particular 
problem first can answer it, but not until 
the problem is solved. There are more pos- 
Sibilities in some lines than in others. The 
experimenters who are striving after high 
speed on railroads will, if they succeed in 
their object, become real epoch makers. 
There is practically no limit to the speed 
that can be attained on a railroad. It is 
wrong to assume that there is. The only 
limit there could be would be to the point 
at which the engine and cars break up or 
fiy to pieces. I think that great speed will 
finally be attained, and it will be when we 
are able to obtain electricity direct from 
coal. The discovery of a way of convert- 
ing coal directly into electricity, will be 
the turning point of all of our metheds of 
propulsion. Naturally steam will be en- 
tirely superseded by the current. There 
will be’no boilers nor any of the necessary 
externals which go with steam engines. 

“It is the one thing to solve. Let some 
fellow follow out this line of research and 
get the right reaction and we shall have a 
wonderful revolution in many things. It 
will lead to treating metals by electrical 
reduction, and an enormous number of ac- 
complishments. We now go to the melting 
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point of nickel, for instance, but under the — 


new regime we will get all reactions not 
now obtainable, and go to the melting point 
of anything on earth.”

AN AFTER CHAT. 


The wreek is more complete then any 


one could have anticipated. Bven the most. 


enthusiastic rainbow-chasing republican 
never dreamed it. But perhaps it is better 
if a wreck was inevitable to have a com- 
plete one, It shows the democratic leaders 
the error of their way. The party has the 
right ideas and it has had the moment, but 
its failure to wed the two caused its down- 
fell. 

It is a simple evidence that Americans 
are an impulsive people. Unless a political 
party fullfils its promises, and all of them, 
the people will turn it down. But if the 
party they elevate fai's them they are 
ready to make another change just as radi- 
cal. The democratic was the defensive pag- 
ty and it fell. Two years hence it wili be 
the offensive party and it should rise again. 

The principles of the democratic party 
are the principles of the great mass of 
pecple of this country. They will not down. 
But when any party elevates demagogues 
to high places and these demagogues repu- 
diate the principles of the party when in- 
stalled in office the people will not submit. 
They must crush a party to destroy its 
faitniess leaders, This defeat simply means 
that the party must be more select in its 
choice of men 


When in complete power the republicans 
made the same character of mistakes the 
democrats have made. They went too far. 
The democrats did not go far enough. The 
republicans, being thoroughly organized, 
went upon a genuine western stampede. 
The democrats, being disorganized, fought 
among themselves and bickered and com- 
promised until they turned out mongrel 
laws—especially a tariff law. And that, 
more than anything, caused its 
downfall.. Then the administration's finan- 
cial policy added to the discontent of the 
people. 

To assign any particular cause, however, 
is absurd. In some states one thing caused 
it; in others it was. another. There have 
been hard times, the people have suffered 
and they were ready to strike at the first 
thing which showed its head.

The government will do nothing more for 
him than to let him alone. And perhaps 
that may be best after all. 

Congress can do nothing. Congress meets 
again on the third day of December. lt 
is not the new congress just elected; but the 
same oid democratic congress, the term of 
which does not expire until the 4th of next 
March. It has been already demonstrated 
that this congress can and will do nothing 
except pass the appropriation bills. It wil! 
hardly have time for anything-else, but if 
it had it would not do it. That has been 
demonstrated in the last few days by the 
conflicting views of different democratic 
senators and representatives in assigning 
the causes of the great landslide.

This Reed is already a candidate for 
the presidency two years hence, and in or- 
der to win the nomination of his party he 
will curb his natural spirit and attempt to 
be very conservative, His stampeding and 
cyclonic style of two years ago he realizes 
proved a failure and injured his presidentia! 
ambitions. 4n consequence he will put on 
the brakes this time and ziz-zag along con- 
servatively, doing nothing which will give 
his ambitious rival, McKinley, an opportu- 
nity to climb ahead of ‘him in the contest 
for the republican presidential nomination. 


So, under existing conditons there is no 
hope for any legislative relief for our people 
for three years to come. Perhaps that very 
thing—the knowledge on the part of the 
people that no legislative changes are to 
come about—may prove best. It is one evi- 
dence that we must work our way along as

Thus it happens that the railroad tele- 
grapher is an important personage in the 
operation of the great railroad systems of 


the country, and his is a position of great | 


responsibility. The life of a railroad teleg- 
rapher is not ordinarily a very pleasant 
one, the duties and hours of work being of 
Such a nature as to require his constant 
attention and thought. 

The least bit of negligence or error on his 
part might cause a wreck and the death 
of a trainload of passengers. 
the train dispatcher, the operator at the 
small stations along the line is of greater 
responsibility for the safe running of 
trains than any other agency connected 
with the read. The train dispatcher gives 
an order for a train to run to a certain 
point by a certain time and there to meet 
some other train, and if the operator fails 
to execute that order by delivery to the 
crew or by arranging his signals, then t# 
whole responsibility for the result is in his 
hands.

There are about fifty thousand railroad 
operators in the United States and they 
are paid salaries ranging from as low as 
$20 to as high as $100, and in some cases

south is about 336 0—Ssésper month. 
In the west the operator has always 
been paid well, and at least one road 
could be cited where the lowest salary 
Dispatch- 
ers on that road receive $109, $125 and $1 
per month. Comparison will show that 
this difference in wages is uniform on ai- 
most every road in the south and west. 
The north and east are more in accord 
with the south on this point, the railroads 
having reduced the Psat to almost the 
minimum. 

The railroad intieties of the United 
States outnumber the commercial operators 
by about thirty thousand, and they are 
rapidly ‘becoming more numerous with the 
establishment of new railroads and conse- 
quent opening of new offices. The in- 
creased demand for operators is more than 
easily supplied by the constant gradua- 
tion of the student or the granting of a 
diploma to the “ham,” both of whom 
are in some cases ready and willing to 
accept the position of the old operator at 
a@ reduced rate of wages. 

There is a distinction between the * ham” 
and the student. Both are operators in- 
capacitated to do reliable telegraph work. 
It is usually considered among operators 
that the “ham” having come from a tele- 
graph college never will learn the busi- 
ness, or rather never wili be an expert, 
while the student or learner in the office 
has opportunities to gain actual experience 
and if he has any talent whatever can 
soon iearn the art of telegraphy. 

Perhaps the greatest misery of a railroad 
telegrapher’s life 1s caused by his being 
constantly “held up” by tramps of ail 
kinds, who drop in to say “good morning’ 
and to get-a quid of tobacco or a lunch, 
or else to inquire the prospects of getting 
the operator’s assistance in securing a 
ride to the next station on the first freight. 
Bums of every class or profession invaria- 


bly make it a point to strike the operator |

Every kind of 
secret order card is sprung on the opera- 
tors, the chief peculiarity of them being 
that they have in almost every instance 
expired several.months since. If a tramp 
happens to find a just card of any of the 
great railroad organizations which is in 
date he has only to assume the name it 
bears. and his way is apt to be easy for 
the balance of his journey—that is if he 
is not detected and “fired.” 

The railroad telegrapher has in recent 
years had some of the responsibility which 
formerly fell upon him removed by the es- 
tablishment of the block signal systems, 
and where the latter are in operation the 
operator can rest with a feeling of relief, 
knowing that if he gets, @wo trains on the 
same section he will be notified by the 
wonderful mechanism og athe signals. The 
latter has only recently been introduced 
extensively on the railroads and only 
in or near the large cities, with few ex- 
ceptions. There are some railroad systems 
which operate the block signals over their 
entire line and the operators welcomed 
them with gladness, for the reason that 
their individual] responsiblity was material- 
ly lessened by the establishment of the 
signals. 

The railroad telegraphers are the only 
class of telegraphers in the country that 
have ever been able to establish and main- 
tain a thorough organization among their 
class, and that fact reflects credit upon 
them, because it is a most difficult thing 
to keep up enthusiasm and interest in any 
cause when the participants are separated 
by many miles, and especially is this the 
case with the telegraphers. They are 
always at the same place and nave or.ly 
the wires for communication and they soon 
tire of that means of conversation,’ it be- 
coming repulsive for them to use the key 
except when necessary and on business. 

The commercial. operators have made 
effort after effort ‘to establish and main- 
tain an organization among their class, 
but have been unable to do sc since the 
year of the great telegraph strike, ‘583. 

Such is not the case with the railroad 
operators. Several years previous to 1586 
they had hecome firmly convinced that a 
good, solid organization among the rail- 
road operators would mean much to their 
interests and would greatly aid in im- 
proving the morals and standing of the 
profession. Acting on that belief the rail- 
road operators started a movement which 
resulted in the organization of the Order 
of Railroad Telegraphers, at Vinton, la., 
eight years ago, which order has since 
been the representative and mouthpiece of 
the railroad telegraphers of the United 
States, Mexico and Canada. Perhaps it 
might be interesting to state in that con- 
nection, as already pointed out, that the 
salaries of the western eperators exceed 
those of the south and east by a large 
sum, and should an Order of Railroad Tel- 
egraphers men be asked why the difference 
exists he will simply point to the fact that 
in the west the operators are in thorough 
touch and have built up their representa, 
tive organization to the highest standard, 
and that the result has been that the 
western telegraphers are enjoying the ben- 
efits of good salaries and reasonable hours 
of work, 

The railroad telegrapher must be a man 
of good judgment and a ‘cool head, if he 
expects to make a success of the business, 
and it requires a long term of years to 
gain sufficient experience as to be able 
to fill the position of dispatcher. Very few 
operators work with that end in view, 
they so outnumbering the dispatchers’ 
positions that few can hupe for promotion. 
It requires a special influence with the rail- 
road officials to secure an appointment to 
such a responsible position as train dis- 
patcher and an operator who has never 
been outside of his small village has not 
much influence. The average railroad op- 
erator’s ambition is to become a commer- 
cial operator, and many of them succeed, 
for it is a notable fact that a good, relia- 
ble railroad operator can always readily 
learn the commercial busfmess, and the odds 
are greatly in favor of his making a 
success, because he has energy and confi-

Petition the Georgia Legistature to Re- 
peal Certain Laws, 


. 


WHAT WAS DONE BY THE COUNCIL 


Complaints That Congress Has Done Noth- 
ing to Relieve the People trom 
. Financial Burdens. 


The bankers of the state of Georgia are 
before the Georgia legislature with a peti- 
tion that no hurtful laws be enacted to 
further check the circulation of money. 

The Georgia bankers state that inasmuch 
ag the late congress formulated no laws af- 
fording the people of the country financial 
relief, and there being Httle hope of the 
coming congress formulating any such 
plang they feel called upon to appeal to the 
state legislature to so modify existing laws 
as will give the farmer such benefit as he 
has not received from the national congress. 

This was the sum total of the work done 
by the executive council of the State Bank- 
ers’ Association yesterday. The meeting 
was held at the Kimball house, the follow- 
ing members being present: T. B. Neal, H. 
A. Crane, G. A. Speer, R. J. Lowry, John 
A. Davis, J. G. Rhea, W. 8. Witham, B. 
W. Hunt and W. E. Kay. 

A resolution was passed urging Atlanta 
as the next place for the holding of the 
national convention of the American Bank- 
ers’ Association. 

After discussing a world of routine busi- 
ness the following resolutions were passed: 
They Appeal to the Legislature. 

“Inasmuch as our late congress failed to 
formulate any plan affording to our peo- 
ple financial relief, and there being little 
hope that the next congress will pass any 
remedial legislation on this line, we appeal 
to the legislature of Georgia to so modify 
existing liaws as to clearly subserve the 
mutual interest of both lender and borrow- 
er It is a well-known fact that money in 
the great financial centers has never been 
so plentiful and cheap as at the present time, 
and we feel sure of the scientific accuracy 
of the statement that any unnecessary or 
extreme laws are exceedingly hurtful to the 
welfare of the people who all use more or 
less of the currency of the country, of which 
the banks are the conservators. 

“Realizing the depression caused in .all 
agricultural communities by the unprece- 
vented decrease in the price of all farm pro- 
ducts, and believing that the interests of 
the farmer and the banker are identical and 
that immediate changes in the banking laws 
will work for the general good, to this end 
we request the legislature now in session to 
consider such amendments or changes in 
the present banking laws as shall prove 
beneficial to the general public. And, in 
this connection, we offer to tne legislature 
of Georgia the active co-operation and as- 
sistance of the executive council] of the 
Bankers’ Association of Georgia.” 
President Neal Talks of the Object. 

President T. B. Neal, of the Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation of the State of Georgia, had the fol- 
lowing to say to a Constitution reporter 
last night, concerning the purpose of the 
meeting of the bankers and their reasons 
for making such petitions to the state leg- 
islature. Said he: 

“From reading both the evening Atlanta 
papers one may be mislead as to the object 
of the meeting of the executive committee 
of the Georgia bankers’ association at the 
Kimball today. This was a meeting called 
for the purpose of transacting business 
which was unfinished at the last annual 
meeting. ..After transacting -the -regular 
routine businéss-a discussion was had 
arrong Us as to the probabilities of any leg- 
islation being obtained in the near future 
frcm congress which would afford any re- 
lief from the present financial depression. 
We were all of the opinion that any infla- 
tion of currency or repeal of the 10 per cent 
tax on state bank notes, whether for good 
or bad could not, since the recent elections, 
be reasonably expected, hence the belief 
that it was in the power of the present 
legislature to review our laws on the sub- 
ject of and make changes where 
it could be done, beneficially repeal others 
and make some new ones which would 
largely increase the banking capital of the 
state. Under the present laws I doubt if a 
single new bank can organize with a new 
charter and do a successful business. 

“Thebusiness transacted was in no sense 
intended to be secret beyond the ordinary 
privacy attending all business meetings. 
There was not an intimation of any one 
wishing stockholders released of their dou- 
ble liabilities, nor was there a word said 
which we would not have been glad to have 
said in the presence of the state legisla 
ture. The resolutions adopted were intend- 
ed to be given ¢o the evening press, but the 
late hour before we adjourned prevented it, 
and I presu that their failing to receive 
them led them to believe that we had some 
secret object to accomplish.’’

THE RATE OF THREE 


Roswell Has. Had Other - Mysteries Than 
the Murder.of Forrest. Crowley. 


AND 'A SINGULAR COINCIDENCE IT 18 


All Came to Atlanta forthe Purpose of 
Trading in Stock end Were 
Never Heard from Again. 


The arrow of fate seems to be pointed 
at the little town of Roswell. Within the 
radius of a mile in that locality three hap- 
py homes have been made desolate during 
the past three years. ‘Three of the most 
prominent citizens of the place disappear- 
ed at different times under similar circun@ 
stances. The body of the last man who 
disappeared was found foully mutilated, 
after the most horrible murder known iu 
the criminal annals of the state. The dis- 
appearance of the other two is st@ 
shrouded in deep mystery. What became of 
them will, perhaps, never be known, but’ 
recent developments have led the people of 
that quiet town to believe that they were 
murdered for their money. 

Since the killing of Forrest Crowley, with 
all its strange and inexplicable features, 
the fact that two other will-known men 
came to Atlanta on the.same mission and 
were never heard of again was kept secret 
with the hope that some clue to their dis- 
appearance might be obtained. All efforts 
to find out anything about the missing 
men have failed and it is probable that no 
one will ever tell the tale. 

Mr. George Thomson lived’ near Roswell. 
He was a successful planter and one of 
the best known men in that section of the 
state. He married the daughter of Colonel 
Simeon hk. Rucker, the most popular 
young lady in Milton county, and for some 
years, until the eventful trip of Mr. Thom- 
son ty Atlanta, they lived in unin‘errupt- 
ed happiness, ' 

One spring morning the young man de- 
cided to go to Atlanta for the purpose of 
purchasing two mules. He had just start- 
ed to plant and had been in correspond- 
ence with some parties in this city with a 
view of buying more stock.. That morn- 
ing his wife drove with him to the station. 
It was the last she saw of him. Next day 
he failed to come back. The next day 
passed and the next, still he failed to re- 
turn. His friends ‘became uneasy and 
came to: Atlanta, but no trace of the 
missing man could be found. No one had 
seen him. That he came to the city was 
assured, because he conversed “with the 
conductor on the trip. What became of 
him after he arrived could not be learned 
and until now nothing has been heard from 
him, This was the first citizen of Rosweli 
who came to Atlanta to buy live stock and 
never came back. 

Six months after Thomson left Mr. Rob- 

ert McGinnis, also a young married man, 
came to this city to buy horses. He was 
aman of acknowledged sobriety and hon- 
esty, and when the days passed and he 
never returned home there was alarm ir 
his native village. He was last seen at 
the stable of MiNer & Brady by several 
citizens of Roswell, among whom was Mr. 
Seaborn Crowley. No explanation could be 
given of the sudden and mysterious disap- 
pearance of the two men. Circulars of 
description namink a reward were sent 
to the police authorities of different cities, 
but no reply was received. Neither of the 
emem has ever been heard of. 
: Thus is was that when Forrest Crowley 
‘was lured away from Roswell upon the 
of a mule trade to an awful 
the strange coincidences 
came out. 

“I knew the two men well,” said Mr. 
Seaborn Crowley yesterday afternoon. ‘*My 
son Forrest and McGinnis were great 
friends and grew up together. Forrest 
knew Thomson, too, and when he disap- 
peared we were all very much concerned. 
It is certainly a queer and mysterious 
thing. I belive, as sure as I am standing 
here, that I would have never heard of 
Forrest again or found his body unless I 
had come to Atlanta the same day with 


him.,”’ 


WINDOW LRAPERIES. 


Effective Hangings for Windows, 
Walls and Doorways. 

A transformation is going on in every 
household. The airy, gossamer draperies 
that have floated in the summer breezes are 
being displaced by heavier fabrics of 
warmth and color. The woman who takes 
special pride in selecting and superintend- 
ing her home furnishings’ is, at present,

First and foremost she takes her wood- 
work into consideration. Where it is in 
any of the dark, natural tints, delicate col- 
orings may be employed, particularly tho 
clear greens and quiet blues. But if tha 
woodwork be light, far better effects are 
produced by warmer rose and yellow tints, 
with shades deepening into the heavy hang- 
ings. Select all of your colors with a view 
to the sunlight. Unless you. are furnish- 
ing a room that will be used only occa- 
sionally, have an effect that will admit of 
the bright afternoon glow. 

Popular Materials. 

You will have but little difficulty in de- 
ciding upon the material. There are any 
number of beautiful fabrics at reasonable

prices, the most popular being those which 
suggest Turkish or oriental effects. The 
French silks are woven in to simulate them, 
and others show the fine tapestry weaves 
that are always so handsome. 

Skin silk, a reversible material, is very 
reasonable, and can be draped with excel- 
lent effect, since both sides can be utilized. 
These have large, splendid armorial and 
heraldic designs. 

The velours are better adapted to warmth 
and weight where little draping and strik- 
ing results are sought for. They may be 
lightened by ~ bands of gold embroidery. 
Richer materials are the heavy Spanish 
satins, the damask brocades in large, flower 
effects, and the material known ‘as Bolton. 
Derby satin, a ‘combination of silk and 
linen, makes exquisite panel hangings. But 
the economical and tasteful home decorator - 
will get wonderful results from ordinary 
jute and tapestry cloths, that cost less than 
a dollar a yard. 

There are just as many varieties in the 
lighter fabrics. Chameleon silk, with shot 
and irridescent impression, drapes beauti- 
fully and can be made to subdue and har- 
monize conflicting tints. There are also the 
light Japanese cloths—crepe and shiffu— 
Japan and ‘India silks, the new Morris cre- 
tonnes, and, if all-else fails, the accommo-

Gold embroideries promise to become a 
great feature in winter furnishings. And 
this is not to be wondered at—for they 
suggest sunlight and brightness when com- 
bined with the dull tints of velours and 
jute. They are done in fine threads of 
gold in heavier bullions, or in combinations 
of yellow silk and gold threads. 

All drapery must be judicious. Do not 
overstock your room. Do uot fill it with 
flimsy scarfs that are absolutely uncalled 
for. Do not drape a picture or an easel, 
If you do, your room will never be restful. 
Have all the hangings giving simple rich 
and ensemble. 

Window Draperies. 

First of all, consider your windows. 
Here as many as three, and often four, ma- 
terials hang. Next to the glass art the 
sash curtains, generally the full length 
of the panes; after that the shade; and 
beyond that fall the heavy draped curtains. 
Some times there are two sets of these—a 
curtain of rich material and one of lace— 
but this does not often occur. The full 
sash curtains are made in simple swiss, 
finished with a small ruffle and are of pure 
white. If a richer effect is.sought for, 
there are mort expensive lacey materials— 
guipures and Irish points. 

The heavy curtains for the inside come 
in the materials already mentioned—jutes, 
velours, tapestries and the like. Where only 


the lace curtain is desired there are the 
tambours and Brussels varieties; the ecru 
laces—Marie Antoinette, Cluny, Colbert, 


Russian and antique; the Persian mate- 
rials in dotted swiss; the embroidered Gre- 
gorian curtains; and, last of all, but most 
popular, the Irish point. 
Draperies for Doorways.

So far as walls are con- 
cerned, panel hangings and draperies are 
very popular. 

Mural Hangings. 

Where draperies are employed, satins, fire 
damasks and tapestrias are the materials. 
But the flat panels admit of almost any 
material one cares to employ, barring, of 
ccurse, the excessively light and dainty 
cnes. Tapestries woven too closeiy résem- 
ble the hand-made Gobelins, made iarge 
erough to stretch an entire wall, and repre- 
senting some beautiful group or scsne in 
rature, are coming to be more and more 
feshionable. More modest decoration repro- 
duces this fancy in panels ‘only; and these 
parels, banded with wide plush, make ad- 
mirable portieres which promise to be very 
fashionable.

MUSICAL DRILLS. 


A Fine Indvor Exercise for Children 
Invented by a Woman. 

Theré is absolutely something new under 

It is a dumb bell, that iike the 


the sun. 
maiden of happy nursery rhyme makes 
music wherever it gees—rather a misnomer 


then, is it not, to call it dumb? But that, 
however, is neither here nor there. 

The child who is not possessed of one of 
these musical instruments has much to 
complain of; they are, however, in quite 
general use in all public and private 
‘‘evms'’ where children are instructed in 
the athletic ways in which they should 
walk. 

Invented by a Woman. 

The bells have the distinction of being 
the only gymnastic apparatus—out of 50) 
pieces now in use—invented by a woman. 
Miss Ellen LeGarde, a name familiar in the 
gymnastic world—both as educator and 
writer—conceived the happy idea of athletic 
drills with musical accompaniment, aside 
from a piano—in which each child should 
have the pleasure of making her own music. 
The ordinary child, as every One Knows, 
takes kindly to anything that rurnishes a 
noise, and when this noise revo'ves itself 
into harmonious sounds, his delight is 
‘manifest in face, voice and act. Drills, 
with this form of bell are learned quickly 
by children, because they like them. They 
are doing something and doing it noisily. 

Each insirument briefly described, con- 
sists of four highly finished and nickeled 
bells, connected by a polished wood handle 
of the usual form for a dumb bell. The 
bells have a clear, sweet note that is very 
pleasing, particularly when used by a num- 
ber of pupils at one time. 

Virtue of the Drill. 


In winter the drills with musical bells 
are particularly appreciated; they afford 
amusement as well as exercise and rec 
onvile children to a recess spent indoors 
when the weather will not admit of outdoor 
sport. They are practically intended for use 
in the ordinary schoolroom, where there is 
no piano: when used in connection with one. 
any accompaniment can be played, the pu- 
pils keeping time with the belis. : 
The peculiar value of the musical bell lies 
in the necessity for sharp, energetic action 
at the end of each movement to produce 
the sound, which every one using them will 
want to get, thus forcibly exercising the 
muscles brought into action. To prove tais, 
with the bell in the right hand grasp the 
forearm muscles with the left, turn the 
bell outward forcibly to make it ring, and 
note the hardening of the muscles. 

Miss Helen Barnjam, of the Montreal uni- 
versity gymnasium, is an enthusiast on the 
subject of musical drills, and she has origi- 
nated a series of set exercises. 

I will give one or two, with her permis- 
sion. for use, if one wants to practice at 
home. 

Some of the Exercises. 


The position is much the same as de- 
scribed above—heels together with the fect 
forming a right angle, the hands at side of 
the chest. holding the bells in a perpendic- 
ular position. If the exercises have piano ac- 
companiment, waltzes and simple, lively 
marches will be found best. 

In one exercise on the first beat stamp 
the left foot and thrust the bells down; 
on the unaccented beat stamp the right 
foot and bring the bells back to the original 
position. On the second accented beai stamp 
the left foot and strike out horizontally 
to the side with both arms, and on the 
unaccented beat stamp with the right foot 
and bring the arms back to the first posi- 
tion. 

For another exercise, raise the arms per- 
pendicularity above the h at an angle 
of 45 degrees, rising on the balls of 
the feet and looking upwards, palms down- 
ward and bells horizontal. Return to posi- 
tion. taking care not to bend the arms in 
bringing them down. 

One exercise, which especially appeals to 
an energetic child, is that in which he raises 
the heels, bends the knees and then jumps, 
taking care to come down onthe balis of 
the feet and in a light, elastic manner. 
The Inventor. 

Miss LeGarde, to whose happy thought 
we owe the musical bells, is devoted, mind 
and heart, to the subject of physical culture 
in all its phases. She is a member of the 
American Assocciation for the Advance-

BRANDED CRIMINALS. 


“D” for the British Deserter, 4" for 
the French Thief, Ete. 
Society in England has never been desti- 
tute of some method or other of identifying 
members of the dangerous classes. Brand- 
ing on the forehead was a common punish- 
ment in Anglo-Saxon times, and until with- 
in a very recent period the Brit'sh soldier 
convicted of desertion was branded with 


the letter ‘“‘D” to prevent him from re- 
enlisting after his discharge. The opera- 
tion was slight and. almost painiess, but 


public opinion was strongly against what 
was thought to be a relic of barbarism, 
and the practice of branding deserters had 
to be relinquished. Then the military sur- 
geons, with the approval of the Horse 
Guards, resorted to cross-cupping not only 
deserters, but notoriously bad characters in 
a regiment, but again the public suscep- 
tibility was aroused and cross-cupping was 
denounced as inhuman and humiliating. 

Burning on the hand, says a London 
paper, was a punishment long recognized 
by the criminal law, and was often inflicted 
after the conviction of a prisoner for mis- 
demeanor or for some felony which the 
presiding judge did not think it expedient 
to visit with the penalty of death. At every 
session of the central criminal court the 
common hangman was present with his 
branding irons and his chafing dish, and 
there is on record a case in which Jack 
Ketch was severely punished for contempt 
of court in having “burnt” the hand of a 
culprit with a cold tron. The prisoner 
could probably afford to pay the hangman 
liberally for abstaining from using the hot 
iron, which would have left an indelible 
scar on his palm. 

if we turn to French procedure in th> 
matter of identifying criminals we shal! find 
that prior to the discovery of photography 
and the adoption of the Bertillon system, 
it did not differ very materially from our 
own. Branding was invariably resorted to 
in the case of convicts sentenced to the 
galleys or “bagnes,’’ and somctimes it was 
infiicted as part of the punishment for felo- 
ny. The notorious Madame de La Motte, 
who claimed to be descended from the royal 
house of Valois, and who was one of the 
chief agents in the “affaireé du collier,” or 
“diamond necklace swindle,’’ was branded 
on the shoulders with the letter “V,” for 
“volevse.” As for the galley siaves, they 
were branded prior to the revolution with 
the roal fleur-ge-iis, for which, after the 
downfall of the monarchy, the two letters 
“T. F.,” for “travaux forces,’’ were substi- 
tuted, and readers of the most powerful of 
Balzac’s novels will remember how ingeni- 
ously the esceped convict Vautrin endeavor- 
ored to obliterate, or rather confuse, the 
‘damned’ spots’ of “T. F.”’ 
It was in the disguise of a priest that the 
asute scoundrel was recaptured, and when 
his shoulder was bared to verify the mark 
of the convict prison, it was only by a 
sharp and repeated process of attrition 
that the initials “T. F.” could be found. 
Even then tie rcgue pretended that, in 
pursuit of his sacerdotal vocation during 
the civil war in Spain, he had been taken 
prisoner either by the Carlists or the Cris- 
tinos, sentenced to death by courtmartial 
and shot, according to the Spanish practice. 
in the back. He had miraculously escaped 
death, so he said, and the vonfused marks, 
which the skilled prison officiais read as 
“T. F.,” were only the scars of bullet 
wounds. 
Growing humanitarianism put an end to 
brandi in France, just as it had done in 
Engiand, and the identification of criminals 
was attempted, if not fully secured, by pho- 

ing prisoners, and by keeping in the 

son archives voluminous an minute 
“dossiers” registering every act and deed 
which could be ascertained concerning 
them. Whst with photography and the 
“dossier” and Herfillon’s anthropometric | 
system, which measures the thumbs and 
toes and describes the eyes and the hair 
and the number of teeth of malefactors, 
the task of ideutifying criminals among 
our neighbors should surely be an easy one,

Technical Stery of the Game. 

Captain Watkins, of the Chattanooga 

team, won the toss and takes the ball; 


Atlanta choosing the western goal. 

The game opens with a beautiful place 
kick from the center by the field ‘in which 
the pig skin is sent whizzing over the five- 
yard lines at a fearful rate, but quick 
as a flash Dorsey, of the home team, has 
the ball, and by good dodging. allows the 
referee to call only fifteen yards gain for 
the visitors. 

The men begin to warm up and the ball 
is put in play on the forty-five-yard line 
in one, two, three order, the oval is forced 
by line rushes to fifty yards.

Business Organizations. 

The business men of this country no 
longer propose to leave their interests 
entirely to the:mercy of the politicians. 

Our merchants and manufacturers 
everywhere are forming boards of trade 
and clubs, and holding occasional con- 
ventions, and when they speak out leg- 
islatures and congress hear them with 
respect, and frequently act upon their 
suggestions. The St. Louis Globe-Dein- 


ocrat says: 

There are today thirty-two national com- 
mercial associations fully organized and 
in active operation for the ‘lefense and 
furtherance of their resp2ctive .nterests. 

There are in the country at large 2,500 
boards of trade and other cuinmercial cr- 
ganizations, 

Missouri has seventy-one of theSe orgén- 
izations. They are distributed amorg thir 
ty-five cities and towns of th> State. Tae 
secretary of the interstate commeree %in- 
mission sent letters of inquiry to every 
city and town of consequence and obtained 
his information. It appears that ics: of 
these organizations. of vusiness men have 
come into existence recentiy and that the 
idea is spreading rapidly. 

Illinois has 103 of hse 
associations. Fifty-four cities 
of that state have them. 

Perhaps the east leads a little in this 
movement, but it is a fact .a1u the organ- 
ization of business interests has iaken 
strong hold on the west. Texas nas sixty 
boards of trade and associatiors for, l&e 
objects under different names. NKansas has 
42; Iowa, 60; Nebraska, 4s; Indiana, 54; Cel- 
orado, 17; Minnesota, 72; Okluioma, iZ 

Our solid business men are a power 
in the land and we are glad to see them 
going into therte organizations. We 
have in Georgia a number of boards of 
trade and chambers of commerce, and 
a Young Men’s Business League in Au- 
gusta, but we need more of them. These 
associations of sensible and conserva- 
tive business men indirectly have a 
Wholesome influence upon politics and

A Serious Objection. 

The New York Evening Post, we ob- 
serve, is not inclined to make any seri- 
ous reply to the objections we have of- 
fered to the Baltimore bank plan. And 
yet we Know of no reason why our ccn- 
temporary should not discuss the matter 
or its merits. It will have to be discussed 
in any event, and that widely. It will

that are likely to attract oppositien. 

We do not see why The Post should 
at this stage of the game take up the 
cudgels in favor of the Baltimore plan 
with the heart and enthusiasm of a 
crusader, unless, indeed, the plan has 
been formulated by Mr. Horace White 
himself. Under these circumstances, he 
would naturally feel a parent's solicitude 
as to the fate of his offspring. At the 
same time, he ought also to feel a de- 
sire to meet and dispose of objections 
as fast as they are urged. 

Our understanding has been that the 
Baltimore plan was put forward merely 
as the basis of a currency system. This 
was not left to be inferred by the bank- 
ers, but was actually announced when 
the plan was proposed. The main ob- 
jection to it, from our point of view, and 
from the point of view of some of the 
most conservative men in the country, 
is that it is essentially populistic in its 
main features. There was a great hue 
and cry raised when the populists of- 
fered their subtreasury plan for ap- 
proval—a plan that involved the issue 
of currency against deposits of cotton 
and wheat and the guarantee of the gov- 
ernment on these notes. 

We do not see how the Baltimore bank 
plan differs in principle from the sub- 
treasury plan, which the populists have 
been wise enough to discard. In this 
case the government is asked to guaran- 
tee notes issued against the “unim- 
paired, paid-up capital” of certain bank- 
ing institutions. Pursuing this matter to 
its logical conclusion, why should the 
government be expected to endorse and 
guarantee with its flat the notes of a 
company doing a banking business, and 
not the notes of a company doing a man- 
ufacturing business? This is a point 
we should like to see explained, and if 


of the Baltimore plan, he will lose no 
time in explaining it. 

So far as the government is concerned 
the banks are purely private institu- 
tions, and they have no more claim to 
special privileges than any other pri- 
vate institutions. Why, then, should 
the government be expected to place its 
fiat behind the notes they desire to is- 
sue and not behind the notes of a cot- 
ton factory or an iron mill, or a patent 
medicine concern, or behind the notes 
of an individual? It is true the banks 
propose to pay a tax for this privilege, 
but any company doing business would 
be glad to pay the same tax for the 
same privilege.

No Danger of a Force Bill. 

An esteemed correspondent, referring 
to The Constitution’s recent declaration 
that the force bill is a thing of the 
past, asks what assurance we have that 
it will not be re-enacted. 

It was defeated some two years ago 
when the republicans were in control of 
both houses. At that time the force 
bill was passed by the house and killed 
in the senate. 

Admitting for the sake of argument 
that the republicans will be in power 
after the elections of 1896, it is not like- 
ly that they will then attempt to pass 
an obnoxious bill which was two years 
ago defeated when they had control of 
the senate. 

A great many things have been 
charged against the republicans, but 
they have never yet been accused of 
being fools. They study public senti- 
ment and trim their sails to catch the 
breeze of popular favor. They have 
hot forgotten the widespread opposition 
to the force bill, and they will be in no 
hurry to again take up a measure which 
has lost them so many votes in the past. 


ing in congress a multitude of protests 
against it came up from even the strong- 
est republican states. Republican mer- 
chants and manufacturers rained peti- 
tions upon their senators and repre- 
sentatives, urging them to vote against 
the bill.

Feral consensus of opinion is that it is 


a dead issue, and will never be revived. 
This is the opinion of republicans as 
well as democrats. 

But there is a stronger reason still 
why we may rest assured that there will 
be no danger of a force bill under a re- 
publican administration. Since the de- 
feat of the foree bill and the repeal of 
the federal election laws the south, 
freed from the menace of negro domina- 
tion, has turned its attention in earnest 
to the matter of ballot reform. Public 
sentiment is now solidly in favor of fair 
elections, and state after state has made 
haste to place adequate safeguards 
around the ballot box. Virginia, North 
Carolina, Alabama, Tennessee and Texas 
have adopted the Australian ballot law 
or some modified form of it; Louisiana 
is moving in the same direction; South 
Carolina’s constitutional convention will 
wheel into line with the movement, and 
the present session of the Georgia legis: 
lature is sure to place on the statute 
book a law that will make it absolutely 
certain that every qualified voter shall 
be able to yote once, and have his 
ballot counted once, and have the re- 
sult honestly announced. 

There {is no longer in any 
the south a sentiment in favor of the 
methods which self-defense and self- 
preservation made necessary in the re- 
construction days when white suprom- 
acy was endangered by a bayonet be- 
hind every black ballot. When the 
southern people saw that there was no 
longer any dauger of interference from 
the federal government they became a 
unit in favor of a fair ballot and an 
honest count, and they have lost no 
time in passing laws that will thorough-

ly protect every voter in the exercise of 
his rights. 

The republicans are not blind to this 
phase of the-situation, and they will 
not lapse into the stupendous folly of 
passing a bayonet election law which 
would immediately drive the south back 
in self-defense to its old policy of taking 
care of itself as best it can.

It has been con- 
deimned by both parties, and there is not 
as much reason to believe that the next 
republican congress will favor it as there 
was for believing that it would be 
passed in the last one two years ago.

FROM COLONEL ROBERTSON. 


He Discourses This Week Upon tne Ex- 
pense Account of the Government. 
Cornelia, Habersham county, Georgia, 

November 9, 1894.—Editor Constitution: in a 

former communication attention was called 

to the fact, that, in discussing our financial 
troubles in connection with present agricul- 
tural and commercial conditions, we should 
take into consideration our “expense ac- 
count” as a people and a government. In a 
previous article, giving the imports and 
exports of the United States, the figures 
used were for the calendar year 1893. The 
business or fiscal year of the government 
is the twelve months ending June Wth, of 
each year, and the figures used in this ar- 
ticle are for the fiscal year ending June 

30, 1893. This explanation is necessary as the 

figures in the two articles do not agree. 

During the fiscal year 1898 we bought 
from foreign people the sum of $866,400,922. 
worth of merchandise, and we exported 
$831.080,785 worth of our products to pay 
for the imports, but failed to pay the ac- 
count with products by the sum of $35,370,137. 
which balance against us had, of coursé, 
to be paid in gold;, and hence, ovr circu- 
lation was contracted by this operation to 
the extent of the $35,307,137 sent out of the 
country to pay this balance. 

In the examination of our expense sc- 
count as a people only such items of lux- 
ury and food will be considered as are due 
to importation—no account will be taken of 
lururies produced at, home, 

Of this immense volume of business, im- 
ports and exports taken together, in 
amount, $1,697,431,707, we hired our foreign 
friends to do 88% per cent of the hauling 
for us, as only 11% per cent was carried 
in American vessels. This is a bad business 
showing to begin with; but, unfortunately, 
the showing does not end here. Of the 
$266,400,922 worth of merchandise imported, 
“articles of voluntary use, luxuries, etc.,” 
as classed in the treasury reports, amounted 
to the sum of $125,855.591, or 14% per cent of 
the total imports. Consider that “articles 
of voluntary use, luxuries, etc., are articles 
which are not necessities, but mostly arti- 
cles the use of which is dictated by fash- 
ion or fads, and that many of the articles 
can be produced in this country just as 
well as out of it; and, further, that these 
foreign luxur.es cost us about half the 
value of all the cotton exported in 1893, 
and you will be forced to the conclusion 
that the business showing of this transac- 
tion is not only bad, but very bad. Just 
here a comparison will be instructive; in 
1888 the importation of “articles of volun- 
tary use, luxuries, etc.” was in value 
$95.326,454, and in 1893, $125,855,501, being an 
increase of $30,529,137, showing that the con- 
sumption of these luxuries has increased 
over 31 per cent in five years in spite of 
financial troubles. But we proceed. Of our 
total importation in 1893, “‘articles of food 
and animals’’ amounted in value to the sum 
of $271,585,993; take from this amount $27,- 
527.985, the value of cattle, hogs, horses 
mules, sheep and fowls imported, and we 
have the sum of $244,068,008 as the value of 
food, exclusive of meats, bought from for- 
eign peoples in 1893, Now consider that this 
is probably the greatest agricultural coun- 
try and people in the world, together with 
the fact that in 1893, about 74 per cent 
$615,282,986, of our total ‘exports was “‘agri- 
cultural products”; and, also, the fact that 
the duties paid the government on luxuries 
and food products was over $70,000,000, and 
the only reasonable conclusion will be, that 
from at economic standpoint the showing 
is worse than bid. So much for a general 
statement; now look at some of the items 
of our “expense account,” as consumers of 
foreign articles of luxury and food products. 
“Articles of voluntary use, luxuries, etc.”

$14,915; paper or pulp masks, $9,540; straws 
for juleps, $1,200; and with that item we 
close the enumeration, though it does not 
cover by far this class of imported articles. 
Will the consumption of these luxuries in- 
crease? More than likely; for,.as shown. 
if the face of high duties and hard times 
the consumption did increare 21 per cent 
during 1802 over 1888, and now that congress, 
in its inscrutable wisdom, has reduced the 
duties on many of the articles of luxury 
named, and if the tariff theory be true 
that a lower rate of duty incres<es imports, 
then we may look for a greater consumption 
of luxuries.

wealth has been flowing. Why should we 
import barley, oats, oatmeal, beans, peas, 
potatoes, cabbages, eggs, hay, honey, hops, 
onions, cheese and milk? Possibly the best 
reason may be imperfect or costly interior 
transportation. Mobst of the great consum. 
ing centers are reached by water trans- 
portation, with which under present con- 
ditions, it seems impossible for railways 
to compete. The Hon. N. J. Hammond, in 
his speech of September 2th, in speaking of 
the farmer, said: ‘His first great need is 
transportation to market’”’ Of course, my 
friend meant cheap transportation. That is 
true, and it will not be out of piace to call 
attention to two facts developed in the ‘‘An- 
nual Report of the Interstate. Commerce 
Commission” for 1898. First, the capitaliza- 
tion of the 162,397 miles of railroad covered 
by the report was, on June 3, 1892, the sum 
of $10,226,748,134, which is an increase of cap- 
italization or indebtedness of $397,273.19 dur- 
ing the year 1892, with an increase of mile- 
age of only 3,160 miles, making the capital. 
ization average for all the railraods in the 
United States $62,973 per mile. The report 
develops another fact, which is that the 
roads pay an average mileage of three- 
fourths of a cent per mile on private cars, 
cars of firms and corporations, and that in 
1890 the sim paid for this mileage amounted 
to $30,660,000, besides $10,000,000, the cost of 
keeping up or maintaining these private 
cars, which means, according to the report, 
an extra expensé of $49,660,000, to be met by 
passengers and shippers of freights. This 
expense has. no doubt, greatly increased 
since 1890. 

In the face of these two facts and accom- 
panyirg figures, we must conclude that 
cheap railmoad transportation between the 
producer and consumer is in the distant 
future; yet it is an econemic problem which 
invites, and is worthy of, the attention of 
railicad commissions, statesmen and practi- 
cal railroad managers. 

So much for our “foreign expense 40- 
count’ as a people; now for our “expense 
account” as a government. The following

IMAGINATION. 


Lack of It May Be Regarded as a 
Great Failing.

No gift of the Almighty is so little valued 
by the hand-workers of the world as the 
royal power of imagination. Parents nearly 
always think it a disqualifying preparation 
for money-making. Yet, imagination is one 
of the grandest forces in actual life, and 
only the ignorant despise it. The ability to 
“conceive the absent as if it were present” 
would enable many a man to set his temp- 
tation visibly before him and see the con- 
sequence of his act. An eminent English 
historian attributes the Indian mutiny to 
Lord Dalhousie’s want of imagination, his 
inability to conceive the results of his pro- 
voking acts. Mr. Disraeli finds the same 
fault with the political genius of Sir Robert 
Peel. 

Mr. Mill says the want of imagination 
vitiates the whole philosophy of Bentham. 
In the same way fraud arises less often 
from conscious roguery than from an ina- 
bility to “conceive the absent as if it were 
present;”’ and by the power of imagination 
gee the results of a dishonest act. We all 
know people who will weep over a novel 
or a play, and yet'care nothing for the 
suffering around them. This because the 
novelist or the playwright brings vividly 
before their imagination the fictitious suf- 
fering; but tn have no imagination of 
their own to realize the actual suffering. 
Therefore, even men who are to be em- 
ployed in commerce or statesmanship might 
take a course of good novels to stimulate 
their imagination; for imagination aids 
foresight ang enables us to estimate proba- 
ble results.

Waltzing is mere child’s play and dancing 
the lancers as pastime; but just watch the 
more serious: skaters cutting figures of an 
impossible nature with the utmost grace 
and ease, darting in and out like swallows, 
and presently, at a signal from the band, 
which is always present on high days, the 
whole company assemble for what is called 
‘a march,” and twist in and out, and 
backwards and forwards, and across one 
another with a precision and a finish which 
appear the perfection of the art. From 
time to time, as on the occasion of this 
carnival, or for some such special night as 
we had at Ottawa, a skating masquerade

amongst the merry tobogganers. But we 
a@re disposed to think that it is not suffi- 


ciently appreciated or worn by the general , 


public. We think that the members of the 
government house staff never look so well 
as when they turn out in their dark blue 
blanket suits, piped with light blue, or, on 
Very smart occasions, in white, with the 
same blue, and with many-colored scarves, 
woven in times gone by, by the French 
peasants, wound round theif waists. It is 
# pity that. tke Svcompanying picture of 
our own family could not have been ren- 
dg~2 in colors to illustrate the variety 
tHat may be obtained in these costumes— 
three of the chiidren in bright blue and 
y white, our eldest boy in red and white, his 
excellency in dark and light blue, and my- 
self in brown and yellow. But it is to the 
ice carnival time at Quebec last Januwy 
that we owe our most picturesque recol- 
lection of both blanke.-c\jad snow-shoers 
and of the pleasures of a Canadian winter 
generally. 
‘An Ice Carnival at Quebec. 

It was the first time that one of these car- 
nivals had been held in the quaint, historic 
old city overhanging the St. Lawrence, and 
her citizens had decermined tha the event 
BSnould be a success, Not only ir, the main 
streets, but in the byways, it couli be seen 
that the inhabitants were vying Ccne with 
another: as to who should do the most for 
the occasion. Decorations there were in 
abundance; also all» manner of snow for- 
tresses and buildings, arches, marvelously 
earved ice statues of the oid heroes of 
Quebec, an ice model of a lion, and to 
crown all, a fairy ice fortress, built of huge 
blocks of transparent green ice, with for- 
tifications all around it, and all glittering 
and shimmering in the sunlight, a con- 
stant thing of beauty to all beholders. 

The reality of the reigning of Winter 
was demonstrated on the day of our arrival 
by a furious blizzard of snow and hail, 
Which delayed our train for six hours, but 
which, dt.the same time, gave the finishing 
touch to thé garnivel preparations, by frost- 
ing over the whole. in spite of the tem- 
pest all the snow shoe cluks had assembied 
in their many Goloréd blanket costumes of 
white, red, blue and black, brown and 
green and purple, to receive us at the sta- 
tion, and insisted on themselves dragging 
our sleigh up the precipitous streets to 
the finely-designed, newly-erected chateau 
Frontenac, the hotel put up by the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway, which hag the distinc- 
tion of adding to the beauties of the place 
instead of detracting from them, as such 
edifices are wont to do. At the head of the 
snow shoers, as president of the carnival, 
was a notable figure, M. Joly de Lotbiniere, 
au ex-premier of the province, 2 handsome 
old gentieman of seventy, who proved to 
be the very life of ali the proccedings, 
cheering, encouraging, here, there and eve- 
tywhere, forever amongst his ‘boys,’ as 
he called his stalwart army of snow shoers. 
He was ably supported by his leutenants, 
and all the organizers of the carnival must 
have been proud of the result of their ef- 
forts, and of the conduct of the people. 
Though often waiting for long hours to see 
the procession, or the illuminations, or 
whatever it might be, never did we see the 
slightest disorder, or any behavior which 
could cast the least discredit on the char- 
acter for orderliness and courtesy of the in- 
habitants of Quebec—no, not even on the 

_ great night of the attack on ice fortress, 
‘followed by a midnight parade of the 
streets. 

Assault on an Ice Fortress. 

I wish I couii give a faint idea of tho 
Beauty of that scene.. The fortress was lit 


up from within by a succession of colors— ' 
_fosy pink, changing to fiery orange, and . 


then again sea-green, with amethyst 
gleams flashing across it, as if the garrison 
within were holding high festival. And 
then presently came in sight the long defile 
of the attacking host, some two thousand 


in character, and sometimes the 
children get an afternoon devoted to them 
and appear as Red Ridinghoods, princes 
and princesses, clowns and sailors, and red 
Indians, andi so on. These chikdren seem 
to be brought up on skates and their little 
figures in vivid colors flashing past, skat- 
ing hand in hand, backwards and forwards, 
make one feel amongst the fairy folk in 
very deed. 

At Quebec the bob sleighs used for to- 
bogganing purposes down the steep slopes 
are not the usual flat wooden toboggan 
curved at one end, but are iron-tipped, and 
curved at both ends. But it is the ordinary 
toboggan which is used on our own slides 
at Government house, where we have had 
many inerry gatherings, both by day and 
by night.

There is another Canadian winter amuse- 
ment which is seen at its best at Toronto 
and Kingston, but of which, as yet, we 
have only had a brief experience. But the 
sensation of flying along on an ice boat is 
One that must be felt to be understood. 
The boat is made in the shape of a large 
triangle, surmounted with sails; the pas- 
sengers take their places and lie down at full 
length; the helmsman takes up his position, 
and away you go, skidding along at the 
rate sometimes of a mile a mirmute. It is 
as if one had wings, and one begins to feel 
on an equality with the birds. We had the

Beauties of the Canadian Spring. 

But if the winter is enjoyable, let me add 
a word to describe the beauties of our first 
Canadian spring. King winter had, after 
all, only reigned three months, from the be- 
ginning of December, when crash! came the 
end of his power. And by the middie of 
March the sledges were discarded and the 
governor general could use a carriage and 
four when going to open parliament on the 


15th of March. What a sigh the rivers were 


abo that time. With what cracks and 
groans did the huge masses of ice break 
up and drift down the waters and hurl 
themselves over the rocky heights! And 
then, almost before we were aware of it, 
the woods around the government house 
were one mass of glorious wild flowers. 
The Canadian. robins, a bird of the thrush 
species, for our own Httle pert robin 
friends are not known there, were singing 
in the .rees and tapping on the lawn for 


their worm victims and the lovely little | 


blue birds were delighting us with their 
sweet notes. We were told that there was 
no spring in Canada; that we should find 
that summer succeeded winter with a hop, 
skip and a jump. But I can but record our 
experience. Certainly we could never wish 
for six weeks of more perfect and gus- 
tained spring weather than we experienced 
at Ottawa from the end of March. 

Gayety and Buoyancy a National Trait 

in Canada, 

But I may be asked whether the note of 
gayety on which I have dweit is so predomi- 
of Canadian life that it 
throws all else into the background. Well, 


| frankly speaking, I think this general gay- 


ety and buoyancy is a national trait in Can- 
ada, which impresses the newcomer 
very vividly; but let it be remembered that 
in a country like Canada all relaxation and 
recreation must perforce take its proper 
place. There is happily no room yet for 
loafers—it is a young country, where all 
must work who would live, and this ap- 
plies not only to the men but to the women; 
and the young ladies who issue forth in 
brave array for their amusement in. the 
afternoon or evening are usually very con- 
versant with the details of household work 
in the morning. If the difficulty of finding 
and retaining good servants has been left 
a real hardship and difficulty, yet it has 
produced a race of mistresses whose glory 
it is that they can, if the necessity arises, 
be independent of servants altogether. And 
so jong as there is this background of defi- 
nite work in the lives of the people, it is 
surely a matter for rejoicing that there 
should be that capacity for enjoying simble 
pleasures, ind for entering heartily into 
healthy, outdoor amusements which tends 
to give proper balance and development to 
both mind and body, and fitness to perform 
arightithe more serious duties of life. 

I cahnot, close this paper without refer- 
ing to one movement eonnected with last 
winter in Carada which will possess a spe- 
cial interest for women, for it was then 
that the National Council of Women of 
Canada come into being, having as its basis 
the following formula: 

‘We women of Canada, sincerely believ- 
ing that the best good of our homes and 
nation will be advanced by our own greater 
unity of thought, sympathy, and purpose, 
and that an organized movement of women 
will best conserve the highest good of the 
family and the state, do hereby band our- 
selves together to further the application 
of the golden rule to society, custom and 
law.” 

This movement was mainly the outcome 
of the women’s congress héld at Chicago 
during the world’s fair, which was attend- 
ed by women representing many different 
nations, and at which it was decided thut 
steps should be taken to form a council of 
women, cn the lines of the censtitution 
mentioned above, in every civilized country 
of the world, and that these councils should 
in their turn form an international council, 
meeting once in five years, the first meét- 
ing be.ng convened in London im1&8. Many 
countries have formed national counciis of 
women since that time, inciuding France, 
Germany, Belgium, Noiway, Sweden, Italy, 
tinland, Greece, etc., but 1 am sure that 
no country has been found more ripe for the 
step than Canada. There has been a vast 
amount of religious and philanthropic work 
on by women, but there has been no com- 
mon center for meeting and union for 
workers belonging to different creeds and 
races, having many diverse views, but a 
common motive in a desire to serve their 
generation 

And it has been a great joy to the pro- 
moters of the council to find the matter 
taken up so heartily by the wisest and most 
earnest women, and to see local councils be- 
ing rapidly formed in the chief Canadian 
cities, representing all the dif- 
ferent societies and institutions, wheth- 
er religious, philanthropic, educational, 
literary or artistic, working in the district 
and including protestants of all denomina- 
tions, Roman Catholics, and Jewesses. Each 
of these councils is occupying itself not 
merely with promoting unity and good feel- 
ing, but also in the furtherance of some 
work of common importance to the inhab- 
itants. And it was a remarkable thing to 
witness the first annual meeting of the na- 
tional council of women of Canada, com- 
posed of delegates from the local councils 
and from nationa! societies. There we met, 
and in solemn, silent prayer dedicated the 
high purpose which we all pledged our-

crack in the ice, and our progress was 


{ brought to an abrupt termination by one 


side of our trim little vessel being sub- 
merged, but no damage was done. There 
was the strong ice on the other side on 
Which to scramble and soon the sport 
began again. 

I must leave to some one of more ex- 
perience to tell about the merry Canadian 
winter life, of the fishing through the 
ice-bound waters, the pursuit of the moose 
and the methods of winter traveling by 
means of dog sleighs, adopted by the hardy 
Hudson Bay Company hunters and the de- 
voted missionaries of the northwest. I have 
only been able to give a glimpse of first im- 
pressions of the winter’s recreations of the 
townsfolk, and even so, 1 fear I have not 
at all conveyed an impression of the condi- 
tion of things which make this sert of life 
possible. The sun is a great factor in a 
Canadian winter, and Canadians tell us 
how they miss it when they spend their 
first winter in England; and then the snow. 
It is not the wet, penetrating snow we 
know, but a dry, crumbling, shimmering 
substance, in which it is a pleasure to roll 
or to be upset from a toboggan. The deep 
rivers, too, become permanent. roads not 
only for the snow-shoers, with their long, 


netted snow shoes, which look rather. like 


selves to strive to carry out, though it 
might be by many different means. And 
then two days were given up to conference 
on some of the most important matters 
touching the conditions of Canadian life, 
more especially as they affect women’s 
work. ow. co-operation in work can be 
furthered, the relations of parents, chil- 
dren, mistresses and servants, women’s 
work amongst the sick, various. social re- 
forms, and the use of women’s associations 
and clubs—these and other matters were 
all discussed in papers which fairly aston- 
ished the listeners by their ability and 
weight, and which brought many complli- 
ments -to their writers from members of 
parliament and other spectators who had 
taken a place in our galleries. At a public 
meeting held in the evening, the prime 
minister of Canada, Sir John Thompson, 
made a most a speech, in which 
he expressed his lief in the good which 
the women's council might work in Canada, 
and he was followed in the same strain 
by other public representative men. 
Altogether, the women who had thus met 
together for the first time in Canada, de- 
parted with a deep feeling of thankfulness 
for the way whereby we had been led, and 
with a strong reason for faith that this

An Anticipated Bond Issue Stimulates 
Trading in Stocks, W hich Close 
Strong and Higher.

Spot cotton is on the down grade and 
yesterday another market fell below the 
5c mark. 


Liverpool and New York spots were un- 
changed, the former being 3 1-32d and the 
latter 55¢c.

The Liverpool market for arrivals was | 


very discouraging yesterday morning, 
though the closing quotations show a very 
slight decline. The sales amounted to 8,000 
bales, which, not a great while ago would 
have been considered good for Saturday, 
though for the past two months the usual 
takings on Saturday have been 10,000. 


The market was very nervous, and our 
opening Was at a slight decline, but a rally 
followed which placed quotations at Fri- 
day’s outside closing figures, though they 
held the high point for only a few min- 
utes. 


The market was very steady at the high 
point, when the government report wag an- 
nounced, the figures of which the bulls were 
not prepared, and the mdrket closed barely 
Steady at about the lowest prices of the 
day and season. 


The government makes the average yield 
per acre 191.7 pounds, against 148.8 last year 
and 179 in 1891. 


In 1891 the acreage devoted ‘to cotton was 
20,714,937, and the average yield per acre was 
179. pounds. That year’s production was 
9,035,379 bales. 


This year the acreage planted is between 
20,000,000 and 25,000,000, and the average yield 
is 1,917 pounds per acre. 


The Neill Brothers estimate the crop at 
10,250,000 bales, and Messrs. Hubbard, Price 
& Co., in their circular letter of yesterday, 
Say “the bureau report indicates a crop 
ranging from 9,200,000 to 9,600,000 bales.’’ 


The New York bank statement shows a 
decrease in every item, and for that reason 
is favorable in only one respect, that of the 
surplus reserve, which is something over 
$1,500,000 less than last week. The decrease 
in the other items are unfavorable. 


But the banks are, it is reported, to be 
relieved of a small portion of their sur- 
plus cash by an issue of bonds by the gov- 
ernment. 


Under the influence of the anticipated 
bond issue there was a better feeling gen- 
erally in the stock market, and the active 
stocks scored a sharp advance of % to 3 
per cent with the closing tone strong. 


As in cotton, the reported bond issue qid 
not affect wheat, corn and oats in Chicago 
favorably, and all of them closed lower. 
Provisions, though, are somewhat higher,

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Entire List Closes Stronger anil 
Higher. | 

New York, November 10.—The stock mar- 
ket was active and higher again today: 
The trading in stocks for the two hours of 
business amounted to 195,336 Shares, whifé 
the transactions in bonds aggregated $1,556,- 
000. Prices were higher al} through the list 
on the belief that the administration had 
arranged for a bond issue with the syndi- 
Cate that placed the last loan of $50,000, 000 
having stimulated purchases. While noth- 
ing officially is known about the matter, 
the street firmly believes that, notwith- 
standing denials from Washington, an issue 
is inevitable, and that on Monday a definite 
proposition will be made to local capital- 
ists. European firms announced today that 
they were in the market for the new bonds, 
which guarantees the success of the loan 
before its public offering. It should be stat- 
ed, however, that there was a disposition 
to doubt the news of an increase and to 
charge it to speculative sources. The au- 
thority for the statement that there will 
be a bond issue is the president of one of 
the greatest trust companies identified with 
the speculative interests of Wail street. Al- 
though of a different political faith, he was 
the first to come to the support of the ad- 
ministration when the success of the last 
bond issue was hanging in the balance. He 
States that the assurances have been given 
the administration that all the bonds which 
are not taken by the public subscription 
will be taken by the former syndicate, back- 
ing its faith in the belief of a bond issue, 
which is interpreted as meaning a cessation 
of gold exports and a settle:iment of the 
currency question for a time, at least. 
Wall street traders increased their lines of 
stocks and this buying led to a rise of 
44@3 per cent, the improvement being most 
marked in the Industrials, Grangers, Lake 
Shore, the Southwesierns, Louisvilie and 
Nashville, Union Pacific, Northern Pacific 
preferred, and Western Union. The mar- 
ket closed strong and at an advance: The 
reduction in the rates of exchange of %c 
in posted and actual rates has exerted a 
good effect. Net changes show gains of 
44@3 per cent.

New York, November 10.—It. was a light 
day’s trading and the. fluctuation did not 
take a wide range. At one tinie prices 
were slightly higher, owing to the cover- 
ing of shorts and a fear that the bureau 
report might turn out to be rather builish. 
That document gave rise to crop estimates, 
the minimum and maximum of which were 
widely at variance: in fact, they ranged 
from 8,300,000 to 9,750,000. Very many of 
the ¢Stimates were %,000,000 bales. On the 
whole the bureau report had little effect, 
but there was further long liquidation and 
some hammering, and prices before the 
close fell 3 to 5 points and ended barely 
steady. The sales were 80,100. Liverpool 
declined half a point and closed easy, with 
spot sales of 8,000 bales at unchanged quo- 
tations. New Orleans declined 3 points. The 
receipts at the ports were estimated at 50,- 
952, against 39,507 last year. The bureau 
estimates a yield of lint cotton per acre 
at 191.7 pounds, against 148.8 pounds a year 
aro. New Orleans receipts Monday are 
e-@nated at 26,000 to 31,000, against 18,379 
the same day last year. Frosts were pre- 
dicted for most parts of the cotton belt 
during the next twenty-four hours. Cot- 
ton here on the spot was dull and weaker. 
but without quotable change. Houston 
received 13,157, against 9.443 last year, and 
Memphis 5,840, against 5,208 last year. Cot- 
ton goods are quiet. Great Britain’s ex- 
ports of yarns and cloths thus far this 
season, however, are far ahead of those 
for the same time last vear, and American 
exports of cotton goods also materially 
exceed those for a like period in 1893. The 
course of prices was in the main directed 
today by the weakness in Liverpool and 
liberal receipts. A reversal of the bearish 
conditions observable seems imperative if 
we are to have any sustained or marked 
advance; at the same time it ts well to 
note the price is low and the consumption 
here and abroad is very large. The ex- 
ports from the ports thus far this season 
are 1,492,765 bales, against 1,129,751 for the 
same period last year, while the takings 
by northern spinners thus far are 669,491, 
against 330,928 for the same time last year.

In the strong tendency of the American 
gtage toward Americanism there is great 
likelihood of the south being made the 
gcene of many a strong piay. The field is 
there, the characters—and that is what the 
coming iplayright will need to even a 
greater extent than now—are here, and 
what better background could a playwright 
ask for than a southern background? 

The south is yet an untilled field in this 
respect. Rich as it is in characters, cus- 
toms, striking local color—all the material 
Ahat the appreciative worker needs or 
would ask four—it has been neglected. Here 
and there a few makers of plays have used 
southern material and the southern setting. 
But the life-like, the well drawn, the strong 
southern play, the play abounding in local 
color, has not yet been written. 

Mr. Augustus Thomas worked with in- 
telligence but not with exact knowledge 
when he made “‘“Alabama.’’ He was striv- 
ing faithfully at portraiture and the re-

He has written scores 
of. othér plays, all thoroughly American 
in toye' and treatment. “‘The Henrietta,” 
which has frequently been seen in Atlanta, 
is one of his brightest and best. 

Mr. Clyde Fitch is one of the foremost 
American playwrights. He is gifted at 
adaptation as well as in original work. 
He has adapted for us many excellent 
French plays. 

These are just a few of the more promi- 
nent men among American play-makers. 
They are hard, earnest workers, and their 
contributions to the amusement and enter- 
tainment of the amusement-loving world 
can hardly be estimated. They have suc- 
ceeded, too, by giving us plays that are 
truly American. The American play is 
growing more and more popular every day, 
and as it grows the south looms up more 
prominently as a fertile field for the dra- 
matist.

How Atlanta Has Risen. to the Regency 


of the Cotton Region. 
HER YEARLY 


Country Is Troubled with Over- 
Production—Cotton Men Talk. 


The career of Atlanta as a cotton market 
presents a gradual evolution. Beginning 
modestly with only a few hundred bales 
just after the war the scale of business has 
steadily risen until she is now able to 
compete successfully with any cotton mar- 
ket in the south. 

It is not by any means an unfamiliar 
sight in the fall of the year to see the city, 
as it were, literally overrun with the fleecy 
staple. After the Ist of October the farm 
wagons begin to rumble along the country 
roads and every highway leading into the 
city presents to the spectator an interest- 
ing procession of cotton bates moving slow- 
ly towards the centers of commerce and 


transportation. 

Perched on top of these high, moun- 
tainous piles of transmuted industry the 
farmer cracks his whip in the joyful satis- 
faction that he is nearing the end of his 
year’s toil and, climbing the hills on the 
way to market, he keeps a watchful eye on 
the distant horizon to note the first glean 
of the church spires as they flash at the 
goal of his journey. 

In -addition to these slow methods of 
transportation évery locomotive engine 
that puffs along the commercial highway 
brings to the city at the lightning speed of 
thirty miles an hour the tmbute of every 
cotton field throughout the neighboring 
region, 

The natural! situation of Afle:.ta, sur- 
rounded by cotton fields in every direction 
and occupying a central position with refer- 
ence to the entire cotton belt of the south, 
makes it the logical cotton market of 
this entire section of the country. The 
railroads that focalize at this point radi- 
ate in every direction bringing to Atlanta 
the products of the piedmont and the gulf 
regions and exporting them. again into 
every nook and corner of the land. 

At the close of the late destructive War 
Atlanta, as a cotton market, was below 
zero. The return of the old soldiers, however, 
to their desolated and impoverished fields 
soon renewed the vitalizing reign of the 
cotton plant, and, baling the products of 
their labor, after the first year’s experi- 
ment, they began to look for a market. 
Atianta was rapidly picking up fhe scat- 
tered remains of her former prosperity and 
was already in commercial touch and cor- 
respondence with New York, the busy me- 
tropolis of the union. 

During the fall of 1867, two years after 
the fall of Atlanta, the cotton receipts 
amounted to 67,000 bales. This was not 
a heavy business by any means, for Atlan- 
ta was but a small town and her streets 


were still smoking with the ruins of Gen-- 


eral Sherman’s march to the sea. It was

@S presented for seven consecutive months The cotton business in Atlanta commenc- 
ed to grow and spread. In 1877 the cotton 
receipts amounted to 90,000 bales; in 1881, to 
13t,000 bales; in 1884, to 171,000 bales, and in 
18%, to 276,000 bales. 

Much of the cotton that comes to At- 
lanta annually is sold to cotton buyers in 
New York city, and from there it goes still 
further north to be converted into fabric 
by the busy cotton mills of New England. 
During recent years, however, Aflanta.has 
entered the manufacturing business and a 
large supply of the cotton produced in this 
region is retained at heme for the manu- 
facture of domestic articles of wear. 

In 1879 the Atlanta cvution mill entered 
the industrial fleld and was closely followed 
by the Exposition cotton mill, which se- 
cured the buildings of the great exposition 
of 1881 and enjvyed a successful career 
from the very starc. Still a third enterprise 
of a similar character started up in the 
Fulton Cotton Spinning Company in 1x84. 
These mills operate about 66,000 spindles 
and 1,500 looms, consuming 25,000 bales of 
cotton annually and employing about 1,200 
hands at good wages. hey procuce about 
3¢,000 yards of cloth at a -‘aluation of 
$1,500,000 or $2,000,000. 

The cotton seed vil business is also quite 
an important local industry. The Atlanta 
mills employ about 500 men and produce 
annually a supply of cil and other pro- 
ducts valued at $1,006,0u9, 

The cotton market in Atlanta for the 
preseht year, 48 well as in other sections 
of the country, is over-crowded by reason 
of the excessive yield. 

“Our farmers are planting too much cot- 
ton,” said Mr. Saunders, of the well-known 
firm of 8S. M. Inman & Co. “This is the 
cause of the low price that cotton brings in 
the market. The supply is greater than the 
demand, and as a consequence the farmer 
must take a very low price for his cotton 
that represents the labor of his plantation 
for the year. When so much cotton is 
raised it becomes a drug on the market, 
and the sooner the farmgrs of the country 
realize this the better it will be for them 
and for for the country’s prosperity.” 

Mi. Nicholson, of the Maddox-Rucker 
company, Was equally as pronounced in his 
view of the situation. “The market is 
simply overrun with cotton,” said he, “and 
the price will never rise as long as the 
farmer persists in planting cotton to the 
exclusion of grain. As a cotton markct 
I regard Atlanta as an active and enter- 
prising center, and so far as prices are 
concerned she does as well by the farmer 
as any city in the country.’
